PUT OVER ONE WEEK 
BY SUPERVISORS 


A MUCH MOOTED QUESTION 


Board Has a Hard Problem to: 


Solve as Too Much Hospital is 


Desired for the Amount of | 


Money Left in Fund. 


The best combination of figures in 
the bids for the county hospital, 
opened Monday by the board of 
supervisors, after a second call for 
proposals, shaves the total within 
the funds’ available — $92,768—but 
leaves nothing upon which to start 
for the costly equipment for the in- 
stitution. 

After opening the sealed proposals 
filed by numerous contractors the 
board put over action on the award- 
ing of the contract until next week, 
at least, in order to hear the protest 
of some taxpayers who did not make 
their threatened appearance before 
the board Monday. 

The George M. Easton company of 
Los Angeles bid the lowest on the 


general contract, with a figure of 


$91,800. The electrical contract bid 
of $3400 by F. C. Newberry of Los 
Angeles was lowest, while Howe 
Brothers of Los Angeles submitted 
the lowest figure on plumbing at 
$5374. 


Deducting the alterations on the 
general contract with Easton’s 


figures, and combining it with the 


electrical and plumbing bids there 


is evolved $91,748 as the lowest bid 
for the 


construction, coming within 
a sand’ of what! the supervisors 
have on hand. ‘The supervisors - be- 
lieve the bids are satisfactory. 

“Tf there is any protest, or if the 
taxpayers have any plan by which 
funds sufficient can be raised to 
completely equip the hospital witth- 
out fixing a levy in the ensuing tax 
levies, we wish to hear it, and the 
awarding of the contract has here- 
tofore been deferred,” said Supervi- 
sor Riley.

YUCAIPA APPLE GROWERS 
MAKE PROPOSITION TO 
SUPERVISORS 


Deciduous Growers Plan for an 
Experimental 
Lines of Citrus Station at Riv- 
erside. 


Deciduous fruit growers of the 

San Bernardino valley may have the 
| advantage of an experiment station 
jif the board of supervisors approves 
a plan to establish a plant on a five 
‘or six acre tract in Yucaipa, which 
| has been offered for the purpose if 
the couny will co-operate and _ fur- 
‘nish the $125 estimated as the an- 
jnual expense for maintaining it. 

The Yucaipa land company at the 
instigation of apple growers of that 
valley, will deed sufficient property 
for an experiment staion that will be 
conducted along lines similar to the 
citrus experiment station at River- 
side. It will be designed to fight 
deciduous fruit tree diseases and 
pests as well as “experimenting with 
irrigation and other problems before 
the growers. The industry in this 
county consequently would be given 
a material boost, paying great divi- 
dends for the amount of money ex- 
pended. 

The county support would go to- 
ward taxes, installation of what 
buildings, flumes, etc., that are re- 
quired. The growers perhaps would 
secure the services of an expert to 
carry on the work and bear some 
of the cost of maintenance them- 
selves.

It was right for the Dartmouth 
college teacher to talk frankly to 
the students of the university re- 
garding the use and abuse of the 
word “efficiency.” He said that what 
was in reality a good thing was 
in grave danger of being turned into 
a farce. He said that tens of thou- 


sands of dollars were being wasted 


in the experiment of engaging and | 
dismissing employes on the strength | 
of their complexions and the facial) 
curves of their faces. That convex-| 
faced men were more gifted as ex-} 


ecutives than concave-faced men, he 


said, was pure nonsense. He might} 
have added that hundreds of thou-| 


sands of dollars have been wasted, 
even by the corporations, in testing 
“efficiency” methods of keeping their 
accounts—methods that have proved 
to be worthless. All of this goes to 
show that it is possible to overdo 


a good thing. It is perfectly wise | 


and proper for a concern to look ou 
for the most econom‘cal and effec- 
tive methods of transacting its busi- 


ness. It is well to search for the} 
leaks, too, for much money is lost| 
in this way. Eut all of this should} 


be done in a sane and rational way. 
A knowledge of human nature in the 
matter of employ'’ng and dismissing 
men, for instance, is worth more 
than all of the charts and rules that 
were ever devised by the efficiency 
experis.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

IN TIME OF PEACE 


In a recent speech befor: 
House of Representatives, Mr. Meyer 
London, Socialist of New York, de- 
nounced the preparedness program 
of the present administration. 

Mr. London takes the stand that 
the United States is not menaced by 
any foreign power, that the United 
Sates is not in danger of invasion 
and ‘therefore we do not need to 
make any extensive preparations for 
future defense. 

It may be of interest to state here, 
that in 1912 Prof. David Starr Jor- 
dan, the famous California educator 
and authoriy on international law, 
in a long article published in the 
Sunset magazine, proved very con- 
clusively that international law tfea- 
ties between nations and economic 
conditions had forever abolished war 
between nations. 

It was an able article, written by 
one of he most distinguished men 
of modern times, perfect in its logic 
and reasoning. 


How surprised and shocked the 
worthy professor and his followers 
must have been, when the present 


gigantic war broke out in Europe. 

There were no surface indications 
of a world wide war at the time of 
the publication of Prof. Jordan’s ar- 
icle, but now, four years later, the 
United States is in grave danger of 
being drawn into the war, which at 
present is affecting in a more or 
less degree the whole world. 

Prof. Jordan’s far seeing mind was 
badly mistaken in forecasting ever- 
lasting piece, It is just as logical to 
presume that four years hence, or 
sooner, Mr. London’s prophesy will 
have proved false and I for one, and 
I think the majority of the people of 
the United States think likewise, 
that it is time for us, as a nation, 
to stop playing politics and mud 
throwing and make provision for an 
adequate defense. 

Mr. London states that the coun- 
try is hysterically crying for  pre- 
paredness, but for the life of him 
he cannot see, who or what the 


country wants to be prepared 
against. But when we take out 
burglar insurance, or protect our 


homes against thieves, do we ‘take 
such precautions against any par- 
ticular thief, or against all thieves? 
It seems to me the height of folly | 
to rely on international law or to

which the cost of government here 
is compared with that of the other 
cities of the same class. The data is 
for the year 1913, which offers the 
latest comparative data available. 
The cost of government in all the 
other eight cities has been aver- 
aged, and the cost in Los Angeles 
compared with the average cost in 
the other eight cities. This state- 
ment provides interesting reading, 
inasmuch as it shows for what pur- 
poses the money raised through tax- 
ation is expended. 

In this comparison the outstanding 


\fact is that only for three classifica- 


tions of service does the city of Los 
Angeles expend more money than 
the average amount expended in the 
other eight cities. In all other par- 
ticulars do the other cities expend 
more money than Los Angeles. Los 
Angeles expends about 65 per cent 
more than the average city of its 
library; about 
35 per cent more for interest on city 
indebtedness, and about 15 per cent 
more for the maintenance and re- 
pairs of streets. 

Los Angeles expends about one- 
sixth as much as the average city 
of its class for charities, hospitals, 
and corrections; for pensions, stores 
and general expense about one-elev- 
enth. 

For parks and playgrounds Los 
Angeles expended $176,621 against 
an average of $272,950 in other 
cities. 

For public service enterprises, 
which here includes harbor, as well 
as water and power, we pay about 
2 per cent less than the average. 

For health work, garbage collec- 
tion and‘street cleaning Los Angeles 
pays about 35 per cent less than 
the average city. 

The cost of maintaining the gen- 
eral government in Los Angeles is 
about 18 per cent less than the aver- 
age. 

For protecting persons and 
erty, whch includes the police and 
fire departments, building inspection, 
Los Angeles expends about 22
